Mayor Urges Stricter Collection Of Water 

And Light Rates From All Citizens 
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Stiffening of the town's water 
and light arrears policy was 
promised at a town council meet- 
ing on Monday evening. 

"Your whole method of col- 
lecting arrears is wrong," Mayor 

Dr. L. W. Dales told the council. 
"The poor are cut off. The rich 
are not. The only way is get 
back to a 30-day or tiO-day basis, 
and allow a discount for early 
payment." 

N. L. Mathews, K.C., clerk 
and solicitor, outlined the situa- 
tion to the council and presented 
a list of householders three 
months in arrears. He said that 
no favors were shown as be- 
tween one person and another, 
but that services were cut off, 
not according to the amount of 
arrears, but according to the 
length of time owing. lie also 
said that a person who made a 
payment on account and prom- 
ised to pay the rest would be 
better treated than another per- 
son who paid no attention to the 
discontinuation of service notice, 
even though the latter might 
owe less money. 

"A 60-days resolution was put 
through last year/' said Coun- 
cillor A. D. Evans, chairman of 
the water and light committee.

"We will clean up the 90 days 
arrears and then go to the fiO 
days if you wish/' said Mr. 
Mathews. 

Mr. Mathews insisted that he 
must not be interfered with in 
carrying out the policy the coun- 
cil agreed on.

Takes Seven-How CBmb 
Up Iceland Mountain 




This interesting letter from 
Iceland Is written by Sgt.-Pilot 
Wm. Pipher to hla parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Earl Pipher, Newmarket. 

Iceland. 

Aug. 4. 1W1. 
Dear Folks: 

Never dreamed I'd be able to. 
write this address. Possibly for 
another bribe 1 can locate a 
conspirator leaving for Canada 
and give him this to post. Odds 
are against me now as baggage is 
being packed and I fear they will 
leave before this Is completed. 

If you get my other letter there 
Is nothing more to relate about the 
voyage. Early Sunday morning 
the ship lowered anchor in the 
harbor of Reykjavik. When I 

awoke she was not rolling and I 
thought we had docked. It was 

very cold so I had breakfast before 
going on deck, and put on another 
sweater. 

Exciting stories were circulating 
about this strange land and I 
imagined they were being broadcast 
more in jest as this type of. humor 
never loses its effect among the 
forces. In a flash I imagined 
Iceland to be a bleak barren 
island, covered with ice and snow, 
inhabited by Improvident people of 
Eskimo intelligence, existing on 
frozen fish and whatever else they 
could acquire from day to day. I 
was soon to be as surprised as the 
English who never sec any Indian 
tribes when they arrive in Canada. 

True, there was Iceland, hut 
not the land I had imagined. It 
was beautiful, surprisingly beauti- 
ful. After twelve days at sea a 
bare rock would have its appeal, 
but this scene I was now viewing 
excited me as though I had been 
reading a fairy tale, and suddenly 
awakened to find it all true. On 
our left a huge mountain stood out 
prominently against a lower range 
just behind, and this is what 
amazes me. There is not a tree lo 
be scon. I still can't imagine what 
attraction a country can have 
where no trees grow, but tills is 
a land all its own. Quite different 
from anything one ever expects to 
see. So barren in outline with 
mountains wherever you look, yet 
they have moss growing up their 
.slopes so green with so many 
fascinating shades, one never gets 
tiled looking at them. There are 
no shaip peaks. The tops are of 
the same height and as flat as a 
table. I suppose the type of 
erosion they receive has rounded 
off all projections. From a dis- 
tance they appear to he formed of 
clay with different layers of strat- 
um that look not too safe for 
mountain climbing but When cover- 
ed with snow would be a paradise 
for skiing. 

As in the Kockh-s Lite ckwdK have 
an individual appeal in their shape 
am) color, but here their fleeeyitess 
contrasts with the barren summits 
to give a greater beauty. Veil-like 
thi'.v hang around the sides, the 
sun entatging their shadows as 
they peacefully drift along. Ami 
the blue of the sky and the evening 
purple mists. I'm waiting to see 
how they compare with Scotland's 
boasts. Certainly they must be as 
nice. Twilight lasts for hours mu! 
the soft glow that continually 
changes, makes this indeed a 
strange land to me. 

To get on with my dla-iy now. 
The hoys on deck weie having a 
gjund time. The guns Wei** holng 
swung so the shore may be seen 
through tint telescopes. Suddenly 
the motion stopped ami the 
excitement that followed would 
take a lot of explaining. A female 
was sighted, believe it or not. a 
native female NiHl fWr 10*' a look 
one might perceive a nattttal 
blonde. The line-up was Jong and 
the fool; shoit. Uiter when we 
w*-iit ashore we were ttanspoited by 
trucks and the first dame we saw 
hi ought forlh yells that slopped the 
driver, lie thought we had lost 
.some haggagi* ami upon seeing 
the reason said we Imdn'l seen 
anything yet. She was a little old. 
I will admit, but f got her picluie 

The harbor was a scene you'd 
expect to find painted Wl a 
calendar. Killed with .small bright- 
ly rotated Vessel:*, the prow.-» lemlnd 
ono of the idd Viking eraft. The 
waterfintit was clean and a stone 
wall, well-const fueled, served »» 
breakwater. Nu tall buildings, no 
smoke, no sign hoards or (nightly 
painted »oof lops of piivate homes. 
The tdn-ets ar<* naitow aad usually 
stunt. The shops at a very pielur- 
csipie In Ihelr unusual window 
dressing' Above all, Is the tttiuos- 
phere of cleanliness and color one 
would expect to find only in a 
Dutch village. 

Army truck* were not designed 
for comfort and after journeying 
for wuiic time we came lo our 
camp, overlooking Ihe seenciy we 
had just loft. Away in the dis- 
tance a huge* slope was Coveted 
with snow and excellent, ! imagine, 
for skiing. 

Undoubtedly the worst We have 
ever bimil In, the boys went mad 
when I hey surmised conditions 
under which we would be living 
for the next few days. Forgetting 
the count i y, its resources ami the 
attitude of the people towaids us, 
they cxpci'ted usual comfort and 
abundance of food. At mess the 
prtutagriielism was worse than 
usual, and the dramatic reaction a 
Utile abnoutin! for pilots. The haiil 
biscuits, which I thought wcro 
rather good, had to go * through 
tpiito a process before finally eaten. 
The laborer proceeded to place one 
between the Jaws, lay the chin on 
the table, and, clasping both hands 
on the head, pull down with nil 
ids might until something broke. 
Tills being done, a hlg swallow was 
tried, and that being successful, a 
mouthful of tea softened tho edges 
that It might go down and nourish 
th(» appetite. Indigestion also 
received Ha share of operation, 
later responding with due effect. 

Some of the chaps have token 
a pronounced dislike to everything. 
expressing themselves by com- 
plaints only. I can't help but feel 

sorry for incorrigible people like 
that, who try their beat to ease 
their own dislikes by depressing 
others. Wow t enjoy seeing them 
sleep on the floor, eat rations, and 
wash In the river; and how amus- 
ing it Is to see the different re- 
actions taken by tho English. 
Australian and Canadian forces. 
X would endure untold hardships to 
see ami understand a land as 

strange as this. Some can only 
hear the noise of traffic, see the 
brk-bt light*; give them a land of 



I peace and contentment to explore 
and they arc lost. 

Except In the afternoon, one feels 
more comfortable wearing a great 
coat and gloves. At night It gets 
very cold and fires are kept going 
all the time, in the unsheltered 
spaces all homes have rounded 
roofs (resembling some all-tin 
barns Vvc seen back home) to 
protect them better- against the 
winter gales that renlly blow. 
Perhaps if I came when 'the sun 
never shone and u 100-mlte-au-hour 
gale was blowing I'd change my 
mind. Even that would be an 
experience, a lure, an enchantment 
I'd find pleasing somehow. 

The old theory that unclean 
people upon taking a swim display 
the most modesty, was typically 
exemplified Sunday. At home the 
person with dirty feel usually 
excludes himself to private waters. 
but here, they and we used the 
same pool.
